PRIVY COl COUNCIL. 


London, Nov. 29. 

An interesting joridical controversy as regards the desirability 
of the right to appeal from the Dominions to the Judicia] Committee 
of Privy Council hasbeen raised through a recent statement by Lord 
Cave, who, on returning from Canada, stated that Canada generally 
favoured retention of the right. The opinion is chalenged in ane 
Canadian quarter but is supported by the Associated Boards of Trade 
of Ontario. Sir Percival Laurence ina letter to the “Times” now 
points out taat the objectors’ view ia perhaps open to qualification. 
He recalls his visit to Canada at the request of. Dr, Jameson at the 
time the movement for the union of South Africa was initiated in 
erder to study the British North America Act. Sir Wilfred Laurier 
told him that several of his Ministers of Justice bad entertained 
different views but he personally favoured retention of the right to 
resort to Privy Council and furnished an example of value in con- 
nection with a religious case. 

Since his visit. Sir Percival Laurence considers.that various 
circumstances have doubtless tended to strengthen the opposing view. 
He refers to the opinion expressed by Sir R. Borden at the Imperial 
Conference of 1918 as probably accurately representing the trend ef 
opinion. Sir Percival Laurence mentions the Australian and South 
African Constitution Acts dealing with the question of appeals and 
thinks the objection on the ground of expense, which is Hable to be 
abused by a wealthy corporation, might be mitigated by providing 
the appellant with an undertaking to defray the costs of appeal 
whatever the result, or by allowing solicitor client taxed costs to the 
respondent if an appeal fails. He believes the delays have recently 
been substantially overcome but are mainly attributable to parties ' 
themselvey or to special circumstances as for example the Crown in 
the case of the British South Africa Company's claim. A further 
objaction had been the Committee's decision on the comparatively 
subordinate point where both parties desired a decision on broader 
grounds. Sir Percival Laurence believes , the Judical’ Committee 
constitutes one of the links still lk welding the nations of the British 
Empire together and would greatly regret the severance thereof...
